San Berdoo silly season’s 
y 


upon us 

Like an old Dracula rerun, back out 
of its coffin comes the San Bernardino 
County (Calif)  ORV  Reguiation 
ordinance from our good friends, the 
County Environmental Improvement 
Agency. This 18-page draft package was 
"explained" September 10 to a 
less-than-enthusiastic audience of ORV 
spokesmen by EIA staff planners. Then 
the audience, which included such 
heavies as | S.C.O.R.E.'s Mickey 
Thompson (hisself), AMA's Ron Sloan, 
reps from the District Desert Defense 
Fund, Ray Moon from CORVA, and 
several individual club people, did some 
explaining back. They went at the 
proposed ordinance in detail; and the 
upshot of their comments was that as 
written, the ordinance would shut down 
all legitimate activity in the county 
while paving the way for increased 
lawlessness. 

Basically, the ordinance defines an 
"event" as any group of 25 or more 
vehicles with a common purpose or any 
“massed start" of 10 or more; then goes 
on to require that all such events held 
on private property much obtain a 
permit through the county Planning 
Department. It goes on to spell out the 
prcedures and rules to be met in issuing 
such a permit. The two planners, one 
pleasant, one brown (named Pleasant 
and Brown,coincidentally) might as well 
have been tossed into a shark pool. 
When their boss, Director of Planning 
Ken Topping stepped in to pinch-hit, he 
too felt the heat and found pressing 
business elsewhere. 

It became evident that the planners 
“have their orders” from somewhere on 
high to come up with some sort of ORV 
ordinance to present to the County 
Board of Supervisors later this year. It 
also became evident that orders or no, 
the proposal on the table at this meeting 
would be chewed up and spat at their 
faces. So they punted. They appointed 
five of the meeting attendees to an 
advisory committee which will also 
include representatives from the desert 
business community. There will be at 
least one, possibly several meetings of 
this committee before a revised draft 
and ordiance is trotted out once more, 
Mexican standoff. 

In the meantime, desert riders/racers 
are urged to talk up this ordinance 
among themselves and with the business 
people they patronize in the outlying 
desert communities. Residents of the 
County should contact their Supervisor 
and sound him/her out. Details of the 
proposed ordinance and/or changes to 
emerge from further meetings will 
appear in a coming issue. Stay glued.

The Motorcycle Industry Council, 
Inc. has announced the formation 
of a Land Use Plan'in cooperation 
with the American Motorcyclist 
Association. : 

The projected four-ycar-plan 
was approved in concept at recent 
meetings of both the MIC and 
AMA boards and implementation is 
scheduled to begin immediately. While 
the AMA -will supply the manpower and 
resources for the plan, the MIC will 
furnish the needed funds, currently 
estimated in excess of $250.000. 

Under the AMA/MIC Land Use Plan 
provisions will be made to provide a 
working library of available information 
covering geographically representative 
environmental impact case studies, a 
legal review of existing landowner 
liability laws, a study and evaluation of 
existing state-supported facilities and 
research of rider expectations and 
desires for these facilities. All of this 
information will be made available to 
aid motorcycle rider representatives for 
use at local land use meetings, as well as 
recreational planners, land managers and 
federal and state agencies involved in 
the policy, planning and 
implementation of recreational projects, 

Another phase of the AMA/MIC Land 
Use Plan will be to hold regional 
seminars to inform rider representatives 
as to how to give their message more 
impact at land use meetings with the use

SYRACUSE, N.Y., Sept. 12 

“It was so close that I don’t know 
which of us won," commented 
Jay Springsteen, with a shrug of 
his shoulders, as he signed auto- 
graphs on slips of paper, programs 
and a champagne bottle. Jay had 
been declared the. winner of the 
Pepsi-Cola Syracuse Gold Cup 
mile and in doing so had taken over the 
AMA Grand National 
Championship/Camel Pro Series points 
lead from Gary Scott (247- -233) with 
Kenny Roberts in third (226). 

Only minutes earlier Harley-Davidson 
teammate Rex Beauchamp had been 
wreathed in flowers and announced the 
winner. Then, halfway through the 
ceremonies, it was announced that Jay 
had won (all this while Yamaha 
International rider Kenny Roberts took 
his third place bows). Rex’s smile 
quickly evaporated to be replaced by a 
protest on the scoring. “I might as well 
protest because I think I won. It’s that 
simple.” 

Beauchamp’s protest was disallowed 
by Eastern Regional referee Charlie 
Watson leaving Rex 48 hours to appeal. 
Rex will decide on his action after 
seeing a movie film of the finish which 
is in his possession. Payoff for the top 
two spots. was riot made. Also 
disallowed was a protest by Gary Scott 
on rough riding by Kenny Roberts. 


Heats 

The 41 rider field was divided into 
three heats of 10 riders each with the 
fourth heat running 11 of which four 
would transfer direct to the National 
with the semis sending two each to fill 
the 20 rider field. 

The first heat provided what would 
become com onp see during the rest of 
the day: super fast racing and enough 
lead swapping to boggle the mind. 
Beauchamp, Roberts and Ted Boody 
engaged in a triple threat tangle with the 
race going right down to the wire. 
Beauchamp got the nod. Roberts was 
not happy. “Damn, I won that heat. I 
know I did. Anyway that ought to 
shake up some people. I've got more 
traction than I know what to do with 
and the power to match it. I 
consistently got better drives off the 
corners," Roberts did look damn good; 
better by far than Indy and he was no 
slouch there. Scott Drake took the last 
transfer in what was the fastest 10 mile 
heat ever recorded. 

Until Jay Springsteen scorched the 
track with his Bill Werner tuned team 
Harley in heat two. Springer knocked 
two seconds off Rex’s record 
(6:07.251) to lead start to finish while 
the pack shuffled behind. Keith Ulicki 
held second early until Steve Morehead 
came by. Billy Eves then displaced both 
on back straight slingshot passes on 
successive laps and closed the gap on 
Springer. The four finished’ in that 
order. A worn cam lobe gave Jay 
Ridgeway, on the Kennedy Triumph, a 
short ride. 

Enter heat three and a fantastic show 
by Harley’s Greg Sassaman. Greg, caught 
in mid pack on lap one, set out foot by 
foot to reel in leaders Gary Scott and

It was a light turnout, even for 
Willow, which SoCal roadracers 
seem to shun in droves because it’s 
too far away, doesn’t have show- 


ers — or something. For John Chermak 
on a trio of Yamahas, and for Steve 
Mallonee on Mr. Jags’ unflappable 
Triumph, it was an opportunity to enter 
lots of races, and walk away with lots of 
trophies. 

For Tony Murphy, it was a chance to 
get some track time on a couple of 
projects — a 125 Can-Am in a Bul frame 
for South African Tommy Crawford to 
ride (it seized), and Tony's own TZ250 
fresh from a trip to Mack Kambayashi's. 
*[ dynoed this thing out of the box," 
Tony said, “43 horsepower, not bad. 
Took it and $400 to Mack, got it back, 
dynoed it again — 53 horsepower. 
Pretty good investment.” 

In the process of checking it out, 
Tony ran and hid from the combined 
350/500/Open GP race; and was in the 
process of doing the same to the 250s 
when a tiny stone got to one carb slide 
and stuck it open. 

Chermak had brought his trusty 200, 
and a 350, raced all of them, and got 
two trophies. He hid from the combined 
250 Prod/125 GP crowd, but there 
weren’t enough 250 Producers to make 
a clas. The combined 50/100 GP, 
125/200 Prod race was actually a better 
show, due to a race-long drafting swap 
meet between Chermak (who'd make 
some unbelievable slingshot passes on 
the outside of turn one lap after lap) 
and 100 GP winner Jeff Pasternak (on 
his Yamaha-based “Angel,” always 
managing to slipstream by on the front 
straight until a bobble on the uphill turn 
three cost him momentum.) 

Good racing, but only a teaser for the 
350s Prod bash, a three-way swapping 
duel between Chermak on a ’74-vintage 
RD, Tom Hayner crouched like a big cat 
on his '75-vintage RD, and Chris Rank, 
who forced his way by early third place 


man Bill Henry only to leave the group 
abruptly in the closing laps by going 
over the banking off turn two. Hayner, 
with a 500 Prod win already to his 
credit, kept on repeatedly slingshotting 
Chermak until the last lap, started as a 
dead heat past the white flag. Suddenly 
Hayner sat up, slowed, and coasted in 
second over Bill Henry, as apparently 
his bike had gone lean in the top part of 
the course. 

Mallonee tucked away Open 
Production (over Lee Fleming, trying an 
unsupercharged Kaw for a change), 
big-bore Four Stroke GP by a mile, and 
Super Cafe likewise. Jan Mitchell rode a 
very strong 750 Kaw to win Cafe over 
Jan Gorak’s protests that he hadn’t 
understood the muffler ruling for the 
day. 

Another strong (and loud) machine 
was the black screaming Honda ridden 
by Tom Ballantyne to win Under 600cc 
Four Stroke GP. Pushing hard in Super 
Cafe (the day’s last race) Tom also went 
up the banking off turn two and slid 
about 200 yards, shredding leathers and 
skin as he went. He and Chris. Rank 
were both treated for their hurts and 
released the next day. 

John Glover rode a hot little Kaw 
single out of reach of the Yamahas in 
125 GP, inherited 250 GP when Murphy 
dropped out, and even mounted Mr, 
Jags’ old Norton to grab a sputtering 
third in Open Production after hanging 
with Mallonee/Fleming on hair alone in 
the early laps. An “almost ran” in 
big-bore Prod was the 750cc MV Agusta 
of Mr. Jags’ graduate Jim Haberlin, but 
a two-bit part in the distributor shut ' 
him down for the afternoon. Things like 
that can sure spoil the enjoyment of a 
$6500 motorcycle ... °

NURBURGRING, WEST GERMANY 
AUGUST 29 


Two world titles, the last up for grabs, 
Nurburgring with 
Walter Villa giving Harley-Davidson the 
350cc crown to display alongside the 
250cc one that he had clinched in 
Czechoslovakia and Spaniard Angel 
Nieto rewarding Bultaco's return to 
road racing after a 10 year absence with 
the 50cc title. 

Villa won the 350cc race early on 
during the day's six race program from 
young South American Johnny Cecotto, 
who walked back to the pits in tears, 
knowing that his reign as 350cc World 
Champion was over. 

Later in the day Villa won the 250cc 
race from South  African's Kork 
Ballington and Jon Ekerold scoring his 
fourth "double" success in this year's 
world championship series. 


Walter's Harley-Davidson teammate 
Franco Bonera, who had ridden 
superbly to third spot in the 350cc race, 
was later forced out of the event with a 
faulty clutch. 

Before the 350cc race came the 50cc 
event where Angel Nieto, in convincing 
style, won his seventh world title, but 
perhaps more important gave the 
Spanish Bultaco factory their first ever 
championship success. 

Second home to Nieto was West 
German Herbert Rittberger, who tried 
hard to keep Kreidler's grip on the 50cc 
world series alive, with Swiss ace Ulrich 
Graf third home after a diabolical start. 

Deterred perhaps by the showers of 
Friday and Saturday, the crowds did 
not turn up in the numbers expected by 
the organizers. Even so almost 80,000 
fans were around the best vantage 
points on the full 22 kilometer track for 
the start of Sunday's racing on a dry 
track threatened by a cloudy sky. 

The three lap 50cc race opened the 
show with West German Herbert 
Rittberger leading the field off the line 
chased by Austrian Hans Hummel and

Graf; who made a terrible start was now 
up to third place, but there was no time 
left on the finallap to closethe gap. 


Villa needed only to finish in the first. 


five of the 350cc race to complete his 
250cc and 350cc championship 
"double", but the way he scorched off 
the line it was obvious that victory was 
his aim. 

Dieter Braun, on his super quick 
Morbidelli, had other ideas and the pair 











diced it out for five of the seven laps 
with both shattering the lap record in 
their battle. Just as Deiter had hit 
trouble a week earlier in 
Czechoslovakia, he was destined to be 
out of luck here also. 

Midway round the sixth lap his 
machine started to slow and by the end 
of that lap he had dropped back to 
second place, 17 seconds behind Villa, 
but under strong pressure from Cecotto. 


Johnny passed Dieter and set off after 
Villa, but though the Venezuelan boy 
shattered the class and absolute lap 
record with a lap at 8m 57.3 seconds, he 
was still just under 10 seconds short of 
catching the flying Harley-Davidson. 

Chas Mortimer, at one time a likely 
challenger to Villa's title hopes, saw his 
championship dream disappear when his 
Yamaha ran short of steam right from 
the start. He finally pulled out of the 
race and the battle for runner place 
between Chas and Cecotto in the 
championship goes to Spain. 

Third home at Nurburgring was 
Franco Bonera who rode superbly to 
overcome a poor start. To Franco went 
the honour of the first ever under nine 
minute lap at the Ring who turned a 8m 
59.3 seconds lap on his fifth curcuit. 

Dieter's mechanical misfourtune 
finally dropped him to eighth place, 
scant reward for an excellent race. But 
there was not a lot between fourth man 
home Takazumi Katayama and Braun. 

Katayama squeeked home just three 
tenths of a second ahead of South 
African Alan North after a fine dice 
with Victor Palomo, riding in' agony 
after a practice crash that had broken a 
bone in the top of his shoulder, sixth 
just four-fifths of a second behind 
North! 


It took Walter Villa more than half of 


the six lap race to catch and pass 
Takazumi Katayama in the 250cc event. 
Once ahead he pulled away, but the 
unlucky Japanese made a mistake and 
slid off on the fifth lap and made a stop 
in the pits to adjust his brake and gear 
levers before starting his final lap. That 
dropped him from second to seventh 
place in the final tally. 

With Katayama out it meant the four 
men behind were battling for second 
place instead of third and that added 
still extra "needle" to what was already 
a fierce contest. 

South African Kork Ballingon was the

man who clinched the place with a great 
last lap to score his best ever GP placing. 
Fellow countryman Jon Ekerold, who 
had been at the circuit a week trying his 
best to learn the track and preparc his 
machines, was third home. Dieter Braun 
was fourth and Bruno Kneubuhler fifth. 

The clouds were even thicker for the 
start.of the 500cc event and the choice 
was “slicks” or.not. 

:Ago led the pack away on his MV and 
there the Italian stayed to score a 
popular and deserved victory. Behind 
him though fortunes waxed and waned. 


Marco Lucchinelli ignored the soaring 
water temperature on his Suzuki to take 
second place, but his teammate Virginio 
Ferrari, who had lapped at a staggering 
8m 53.9s in practice, had a similar 
problem and pulled out of the running. 

Marcel Ankone climbed to third place 
before it ‘started to rain and with 
"slicks" on his Suzuki he eased off the 
pace to finish fifth. Marcel had the 
consolation of a new lap record at 
8m59.9s. 


With the Dutchman slowing it was left 
to Hennen and Newbold to fight for 
third place. Hennen won. John, in 
fourth place, had done enough to grab 
fifth place in the final ee 
listing.

Villa takes 250 
title in Czecho

BRNO, CZECHOSLOVAKIA 


AUGUST 22 

In a gamble that paid off 
handsomely, English Suzuki works 
rider John Newbold paid his own 
way to compete in the Czech GP 
and came away a winner in the 
500cc event for the first time. The 
victory was not without drama 
however as Tepi Lansivuori, with 
victory in sight and a 25 second 
lead in hand, ran out of petrol and was 
left to push his machine across the 
finish line for second. Italian Walter 
Villa clinched his third successive 250cc 
world title with a clear cut victory for 
the Harley-Davidson concern. 

If the 500cc race was dramatic, the 
350cc event, which opened the four 
race program was breathtaking. It ended 
with a victory for Walter Villa, on the 
Harley-Davidson, but only after West 
German Dieter Braun, on the new 350cc 
Morbidelli had been forced out of the 
race with mechanical trouble soon after 
taking the lead. 

More than eight riders were involved 
in the battle out front and finally Villa* 
won, feeling more than a little relieved, 
with Victor Palomo, still in great form 
after his unexpected John Player Grand 
Prix win at Silverstone a week earlier,

getting the better of his rivals including 
Ulsterman Tom Herron who was third. 

Chas Mortimer, the championship 
leader before the day’s race saw his 
slender one point lead disappear and 
now it looks as though Villa needs only 
to finish in the first five in either of the 
remaining rounds in Germany and Spain 
to clinch the title. 

Villa made certain of his 250cc title 
with an impressive victory in the 250cc 
race beating the rest of the field, headed 
by teammate Franco Bonera, easily. 

The 250cc race was perhaps inevitably 
not so exciting. The Harley-Davidsons 
of Villa and Bonera quickly established 
their expected positions at the head of 
the field, with Walter pulling away from 
his teammate at the rate of two or three 
seconds a lap and Bonera, in turn 
leaving the others in his wake. 

Takazumi Katayama found an 
unexpected challenge from young Swiss 
rider Franz Kunz, and the Japanese ace 
looked likely to be ousted down to 
fourth spot, until Franz overdid things 
halfway round the last lap and slid off! 

Takazumi coasted home a comfortable 
third, but the battle for what was now 
fourth place between Palomo and 
Kneubuhler lasted to the line with the 
Spaniard getting the better of things. 

The 500cc battle over 15 laps ot the 
Brno circuit may not have been 
particularly exciting, but it was 
dramatic. From the start Marco 
Lucchinelli and his Italian fellow 
countryman Virginio Ferrari chased 
Alex George on the Helmut Fath 4, 
after his Hermatite Suzuki had blown 
up in practice. 

By the end of that first lap Lucchinelli 
was in the lead, with Teuvo Lansivuori 
and John Newbold leading Ferrari, 
Dutchman Marcel Ankone, American 
Pat Hennen and Phillipe Coulon, whose 
engine had seized on that opening lap! 

Lansivuori and Lucchinelli soon: found 
themselves battling hard for supremacy. 
The lead changed constantly for seven 
more laps, then suddenly Marco was out 
of the hunt, his Suzuki misfiring bad 
just as his teammate Ferrari’s machine 
had done on the fourth lap, forcing him 
to make the first of several stops. 

Pat Hennen and Christian Estrosi were 
other pacemakers out of the race, early 
on, too. Pat’s engine seized on the 
second lap, while Christian’s crankshaft 
broke. 

Agostini’s race had been not much 
longer either, His Suzuki was apparently 
suffering some sort of fuel starvation at 
11,000 rpm. 

Lucchinelli’s misfortune left the Finn 
with a 28 seconds lead from a three way 
battle for second spot involving Boet 
van Dulmen, John Newbold and Marcel 
Ankone. 

Lansivuori looked certain to win, but 
on the last lap his machine started to 
slow as he ran short of fuel, letting a 
surprised but delighted Newbold 
through to win his first ever Grand Prix. 

John was sorry for Tepi’s misfortune, 
but he had his own special reason for 
being glad he had won. Suzuki GB in 
England had very, very reluctantly 
allowed him to borrow a bike and van 
for the meeting, and he had been given 
very limited expenses. What better way 
to show his feelings for this lack of 
confidence than winning the Grand Prix 
after setting the absolute lap record two 
weeks earlier in Finland! 

Lansivuori held second spot, Coulon 
was third, Auer was fourth, while van 
Dulmen and Mortimer both in trouble 
stumbled round slowly in eighth mo 
ninth places!

MOTORCYCLES — A privately-owned 
750cc MV Agusta America leads off, in 
terms of price: $6500 and you can have 
any color as long as it’s red. 
Experimenting to see if a $6500 
motorcycle could be improved on, the 
owner had fitted Marzocchi gas shocks 
and a Michelin 4.00V18 rear tire. A 
4.10 x 18 MT11 Pirelli graced the front. 
The engine was still tight, and the owner 
enjoined the testers to hold a 6500-RPM 
redline. 

A 750cc Ducati Desmo ($4,000-plus, 
used) Super Sport was next in the 
lineup, by way of price and visceral 
identity. Shod with Metzeler Block 
Pattern 3.50V18s front and rear, it 
almost didn’t get out the shop door in 





the morning. Dead battery. With some 
judicious hot-wiring, it made the ride, 
though mot without. occasional 
complications. 

A Moto Guzzi 850 Le Mans — the 
blue tank model — was available as a 
lucky break. A Texan had ridden into 
the Rickey Racer shop and traded it on 
the spot for a Laverda. Some rich 
people have a very short attention-span. 
It was box-stock in every detail, with a 
Metzeler Rille (rib) 3.50H18 front tire, 
and Metzeler 4.10V18 Block Pattern 
rear. It’s not supposed to be as fast as 
the red-tank model, and costs less — 
$4100 vs. $4500. 

A pair of Laverdas from the Rickey 
Racer stable rounded out the group. 
One was a standard 1976 1,000cc triple 
shod with K81s — a 4.10 x 18 front and 
a 4.25/85 x 18 rear. It had a couple 
thousand road miles on. the clock. The 
other was a Jota — the factory 
"breathed-om'" version of the 1,000. 
With a season of racing under its belt, it 
was —ah— well broken-in. The front 





wheel held a 4.00H18 MT11 Pirelli on a 
WM3 rim. The rear was a 120/90H18 
(new hybrid metric designation) MT18 
Pirelli on a WM5 alloy rim. 

RIDERS — Lance Weil is proprietor of 
Rickey Racer and generally responsible 
for gathering this many exotic flash 
bikes in one place at one time. 
Articulate, strong-minded, he’s a veteran 
of several seasons of English club racing 
on :500 Singles and on a 750cc 
Harley-Davidson which he rode to a 
fifth in class at the Isle of Man. That 
feat still ranks as one of the best-ever 
efforts by an American on the Island. 
Bob Crossman, racer and entrepreneur, 
has been associated with road racing 
most of his adult life, and currently 
works/rides out of the Rickey Racer 
shop. Jim Vialovos is an outgoing, 
cheerfully aggressive privateer racer, 
regularly seen on his "Team Mexican" 
TZ250 in  SoCal club events, 
holeshotting the better-known front 
runners and/or harassing them from the 
rear, never quite out of the hunt as long 





as his bike hangs together. Jim Haberlin 
has sprung himself on the SoCal racing 
scene riding a pair of Mr.. Jag's 
Triumphs. He showed up for the test 
wearing a porridge-bowl IoM helmet and 
riding a 95%-original clubman Gold 
Star. The author, whose reputation has 
a tendency to precede him, was 
admonished, “If you crash one of these 
babies, pray that you die instantly." It's 
nice to have confidence. 

Hardly your standard magazine test. 
Rather, it was an experience — a 
brilliantly clear, beautiful experience, in 
which five men with distinctly different 
personalities rotated between five 
motorcycles with equally distinct 
personalities. It’s an experience worth 
sharing, a learning experience all the 
more real due to the individual flaws of 
set-up or preparation that helped 
pinpoint the inherent strengths and 
weaknesses of these  super-exotica 
motorcycles in the hands of a less-than 
Godlike owner. Being able to afford one 
is only the beginning. Let's get into it.

he Guzzi was the pleasant surprise of the 

day's run. Even mindful of Mike Baldwin's 

performances on a red-tanked '*Corsa", no 

one was quite prepared for the shock of how 
good the formerly stodgy V-twin had become. What 
made the difference? More horsepower, less flywheel 
weight, lower overall height, spot-on handling and 
outstanding braking are the answers. 

The biggest flaws of earlier Guzzis were extremely 
clunky shifting due to, humongous flywheel effect; 
and limited ground clearance. Neither has totally 
disappeared on the LeMans, but neither do they 
detract significantly from the bike's performance, as 
they once did. 

Instead, the LeMans feels smooth and soft as a 
glove in all its reponses; a very comfortable bike to 
ride, straight-up and slow or hard and fast. Overall, it 
may have been the slowest of the five, but it just felt 
good, regardless. Once in the mountains proper, it 
gave little speed away to any of the others; for the 
handling was quick and nuts-on perfect. Like the MV 
and the Duck, the Guzzi capitalizes on its overall 
lowness by being extremely quick to flick in and out 
of change-up corners, yet without sacrificing stability. 

The slick, square seat allows you to hang off just 
slightly to either side without half thinking, which 
helps compensate automatically for whatever the 
machine may lack in ground clearance. All in all, a 
real confidence-builder; and the tires seemed 
perfectly matched to the chassis, as well. This last 
fact may indeed have made the Guzzi look better, 
vis-a-vis the others. 

The rear drive unit on the Guzzi is all-new and 
super-light, a far better-looking unit than even the 
high-bucks MV. Shaft torque reaction was apparent 
only at low speeds. 

What was really trick was the brakes. Moto Guzzi 
has adapted its interconnected braking system to the 
LeMans, and it works! The rear brake pedal activates 
the single rear disc and the right front disc in a 
carefully-balanced force-ratio. The front brake lever 
works the left front disc alone. The overall effect of 
this system has to be experienced, as Bob Crossman 
relates in his thumbnail sketch of the bike: 

“BRAKES! Really fantastic. The integrated 
braking sustem is probably the ‘trickest’ innovation 
available in the marketplace. Braking whilst leaned 
over far enough to drag the footpegs requires only 
that you caress the ‘rear’ brake lever. It became really 
easy to boogie along at almost twice the legal limit 
using the foot brake lever only. Only hard panic stops 
required the use of all three of the disc brakes. 

“All of the MG’s that I had ridden before seemed 
to feel a bit ‘disconnected’ somewhere in the chassis 
at low to medium speeds. The 850 LeMans has none 
of this feel anywhere! I was really amazed at how fast 
the 850 hurled around almost any mountain bend. 
Pavement changes, bumps, even freshly painted 
yellow lines on the pavement didn’t affect the 
smooth, precise handling. 

"It took me about five minutes on the LeMans to 
get used to the weight of the motor ‘falling’ the first 
six or eight inches when the bike was leaned over. A 
bit disconcerting at first, but not even noticeable 
after more than five minutes. The riding position 
allowed me to play a mild ‘Reg Pridmore’ in the seat, 
and ride the Guzzi for long periods of time without 
any discomfort.” 


Of the five, the Guzzi came home the cleanest. In 


fact, the only smirch anywhere on the bike was a bit 


of weepage from the rear drive seal. The instru- 
ment cluster has a regular Christmas tree of 
idiot lights, but they’re so dim they can’t 
be seen at all in daylight. Picky, picky... 


Laverda ‘Jota’ 
Frightengly 
fast freight train 


he Jota isan honest 150-mph motorcycle. 
‘As such, it is terrifying to any ordinary 
mortal trying to hustle it through a set of 
65-70 mph corners connected by short 
straights. In this regime, it is just possible to get it 
into third gear; it spends most of its time in second. 

I mean, this sucker has legs! You’ know it just 
pulling away from a dead stop. Italian machinery is 
geared universally tall — it’ seems to be a national 
characteristic. Yet even in the present company, the 
Jota was exceptional. Couple this kind of gearing to a 
brute-strong 1,000cc Triple that will rev freely to 
9,500 and you’ve got a flaming missile! 

Below five grand, there’s torque, but not very 
willing torque, punctuated by an annoying off-beat 
rap in the exhaust due to the uneven firing order 
imposed by a 180-degree, two-cylinders-up, one-down 
crankshaft. But above 5,500, everything smooths out 
nicely; the tach takes a huge leap, and suddenly 
-shee-it!. you're going far too fast for comfort 
between quick-breaking corners. 

So on the Jota, the brakes got used pretty heavily. 
This machine, being a **75" vintage, had a drum rear 
brake; and pressing the rear brake pedal yielded 
disconcertingly little effect, forcing the rider to rely 
heavily on the dual front discs. These units, with their 
heavy rotors, feed quite a bit of Coriolis effect back 
into the steering; an effect which is unnerving at 
first. 

As noted earlier, this machine also had an odd mix 
of tires on it. Consequently, the front end had a 
tendency to walk when really pushed. This machine 
probably had the highest center of gravity of the five 
(though the other Laverda was second only by 
fractions), and it felt it. Add all these factors together 
and you can see that the Jota had to be ridden 
carefully and correctly, leading each corner just right 
in these mountains — or else. It never let you forget 
that it would be frighteningly easy to run out of road 
at the speeds of which this machine is capable. 


Laverda 1,09000 
The big red fire engine 


he “stock” Laverda is far less intimidating 

than its breathed-on cousin. It only revs 

freely to 7,500; though many other engine 

parameters remain similar. Then, too, it had 
a better-matched set of tires mounted on cast alloy 
wheels which enhanced its rideability. 

With “touring” Euro-bars and a genuine twinseat, 
the Laverda is probably the most believable, liveable 
day-to-day riding bike of the lot — with the possible 
exception of the Guzzi, which loses points riding 
double. Newer, tighter than the well-thrashed Jota, it 
rode smoother and easier on the mind in all 
departments. 

Like the Jota, it too is a tall, heavy-feeling handler. 
And like the Jota, the rear brake doesn’t do anything 
exciting with moderate pedal pressure — even though 
the '76 has a disc rear brake to go with the standard 
cast wheels. So it, too, must be ridden deliberately, 
forcefully, by a rider who's not afraid of the bike or 
the hidden road around the next bend. 

Bob Crossman writes about the Laverada: 

"A strange melting pot-conglomerate of a 
motorcycle. Not as fast as the Jota 1000, but fast 
enough to get you in big trouble (exhibition of speed, 
etc.). Really an allround motorcycle. A real dual seat, 
lots and lots of torque, a giant Bosch Halogen 
headlight, superb looks, the same brakes as the Guzzi 
(minus the interlocking system), lithe and supple 
either around town or chasing thru the mountains. 
Much more realistic in terms of both price and 
availability, not quite as “exotic” as the Guzzi and 
Ducati ‘factory’ racer replicas. 

“Standard issue Dunlop K81’s mounted on 
lightweight cast spoke wheels (WM4 on the rear and 
WM3 in the front) make for great swervy road 
traction. The wheels transmit more road feel, 


allowing the rider to really feel the tires ‘working’ 
when driving in or out of a corner. The only 
irritation I could find was the caliper mounting 
position, At low (around town) speeds the front of 
the wheel (the part in front of the axle) wants to fall 
into a turn, so that you are steering the motorcycle 
rather than leaning it into the turn."

utting it together, trying to compare and 

spell out best/least-liked features, really told 

as much about the personalities or the riders 

as it did about the motorcycles. It's easier to 
grasp what these machines have in common. Besides a 
high price and high gearing, all Italian motorcycles 
share one outstanding characteristic — “Handling” 
with a capital “H”. It is in this arena that they create 
a standard for the rest of the world to marvel at, and 
hopefully learn something. They each have the 
endearing habit of holding any line the rider chooses 
to pick until the rider chooses to pick another. For 
this alone, they are each well worth the cost (though 
to be frank, there’s nothing about them that others 
couldn’t copy at less cost). In this faternity, there are 
no “bad” motorcycles. As Jim Haberlin put it, “Hell, 
I'd take one of each.” 

We all understood well the handicaps of 
preparation and set-up that plagued three of the five; 
we all had out own firm ideas about what was needed 
to put each bike onto top form. The Jota obviously 
needed a better front tire. The MV Agusta needed to 
be returned to stock tire/chassis configuration as a 
starter. The Ducati needed a fine-tooth going-over. 

Yet there were choices to be made, each man with 
his reasons. Personally, I'd recommend the Moto 
Guzzi to anyone who wants to spend hour after hour 
in the saddle, going as fast as the laws of Man and 
Nature will let him (But solo, per favore. It has 
buddy-pegs, but the saddle is at best a ‘“1%’’), 
Running in this mode, only the BMW R90S is in the 
same league; and the Guzzi's high-speed handling is 
far more solid. Still, the Guzzi would have to rate as 
the slowest of the lot. Its red-tanked cousin is still an 
unknown quantity. 

The MV impressed everyone, but when asked, 
*Would you buy one, or would you race one?" four 
out of five hedged. It felt bitchin’. It was 
simultaneously fast, smooth and comfortable enough 
to be alone in its own league. But it was still too 
heavy to be truly competitive, too expensive to be 
“practical,” and fourth-fastest ahead of the Guzzi, 
taking a synthesis of rider opinion. Four out of five. 
Jim Haberlin, defying all logic, has bought one, and 
intends to seriously race it. But then you expect a 
$6500 motorcycle to defy logic. 

How about the Duck? We loved it, but on practical 
grounds, hardly a man of us would choose a Desmo 
over a cooking Sport. With everything working 
perfectly, it has got to be the all-around King of 
speed and sport; it just feels so fine when it’s right. 
But to actually own and enjoy one of these, it would 
take a single-minded perfectionist who’s completely 
at home in this complex V-twin’s innards. It will 
reward the average rider with nothing but frustration. 

The Laverdas both had an intimidating effect on 
the author. It’s just a matter of personal prejudice to 
prefer motorcycles with low C.G. and cornering 
responses that approximate a middleweight 350. But 
people who like to go fast — really fast — tell me 
there’s nothing that can touch them. The stock ‘76 
1,000 has got to be the strongest all-round fast 
touring motorcycle on the market. In fact, if you’re 
into big-feeling, super-stable, eye-bugging 
musclebikes, there’s almost nothing faster in quantity 
production. 

Except maybe the Jota. Depends on how you 
define “quantity” production. The Italians don’t 
build all that many stockers. But the “Jota” option is 
available to anybody, over the counter, out of the 
box, or as a retrofit to a standard model. It takes 
extreme bravery, self-confidence, skill, balls, whatever 
to ride one as fast as it will.go. It left everybody, even 


its owner Lance Weil, with just a little touch of fear. 
Everybody, that is, except Jim Vialovos, who 
couldn’t keep his hands off it, who would grin and 
call the rest of us a bunch of old ladies, and who 
would promptly disappear on it at high velocity, 
riding single or double. Which speaks a lot about both 
Jim and the Jota. For me, it was enough to have 
sampled it, almost. I do regret that we never found a 
place with room enough to stretch its legs in top gear. 
Ive never been 150 mph on a motorcycle... e

knows a family desert enduro is 
supposed to be a fun event, not a 


test of survival. What’s even 
dumber is that the guy writing it 
has only ridden one such enduro 
in his life — and that on a 
three-year-old IDST- Triumph with a 
broken clutch cable. Maybe it’s because, 
on that one ride, I saw such a surprising 
number of people trying to kill 
themselves, or, failing that, kill their 
motorcycles. Hence, the Cycle News 
One-shot Survial Manual for 
First-timers, written by a first-timer. 


Bike prep — Forget all the exotic stuff; 
family enduro speed averages only 
require a motorcycle that functions, and 
there's a lot of perfectly functional 
machinery, wrongly called “obsolete,” 
waiting to be picked up for $500 or less. 
The key is keeping it functional. That 
means it must do certain things. 

The first thing is idle. A motorcycle 
that won't idle, or pull cleanly off idle, 
has no business in an enduro. That goes 
even for the pipey ones — it may not 
make much horsepower “off the pipe” 
but it should at least run. That’s so you 
won’t waste time, energy, and throttle 
control messing with the clutch in order 
to keep the engine running. If your bike 
won’t do this, then make it idle before 
you enter another run — whatever it 
takes, clean the plugs, clean the exhaust 
baffles, replace the points (if it has any), 
clean or rejet the carb, whatever. If you 
do nothing else, do this first, and you'll 
be surprised at how much the effort will 
reward you in terms of enjoying your 
ride. 

Second is the suspension. Nothing 
trick — just make sure that it works. If 
you can bottom the forks with your 
own body weight, you're in trouble. 
The reasón you're in trouble is because 
you need a certain amount of rake and 
trail to ride sand with any amount of 
control Sacked-out fork springs cause 
the steering head to ride too low; rake 
and trail bóth decrease; and you wind 
up with an unrideable handful in any 
sandwash. You'll be amazed what a 
difference you can make in that 


evil-handler with just a simple set of 
fork spring spacers you can buy at any 
Yamaha shop for a couple of bucks. 

Othes. tips — if you're flush enough to 





afford something with long-travel forks, 
make double-sure that it's impossible 
for the front brake cable to pop out of 
its guide(s) or snag on anything while 
the forks are stroking. That alone can 
save your life, so check it a third time. 

Make a little “roll” out of duct tape 
or fuel line or anything handy; and tape 
it to your twistgrip right under where 
your finger joints hook around it in a 
comfortable riding grip. This tends to 
keep you from developing a “death 
grip" on the throttle as you begin to 
tire. 

. Carry a roll of duct tape somewhere 
on the bike; you can use it for anything 
from patching a leaky gas tank, to 
splinting a broken bone, to silencing a 
gabby kid. Great stuff. 

The rest of it you probably already 
know from reading all those slick 
magazines. It's the things they don't tell 
you, like the idle and the sacked-out 
forks, that seem to spoil so many folks" 
rides. 

Body prep — Avoid dehydration, 
Actually, the correct term for it is 
hypohydration, but everybody seems to 
ignore that. Whatever, it means allowing 
your body to fall significantly below its 
normal 90% water content. That’s 
especially true for you lovers of the 
grape, because getting totally smashed, 
sick, and hung over the night before 
tends to dehydrate you. Then you have 
to drink an extra amount of liquid to 
make up for it the next morning, get 
sick again, and resume the whole 
process. Seriously, though, if you can 
stand it, you want to start out on the 
vent slightly waterlogged, preferably 
with pure water, Gatorade, lemonade, 
or most any other kind of fruit juice. 
Prune juice don’t get it, for obvious 
reasons; and neither do beer or soda 
pop. 

Mental prep — Somehow, it helps to be 
old. Since **old" in Southern California 
means anything over 25, that's easier 
than it sounded, at first. If you still 
aren’t 25, practice thinking survival, like 
an old man, at least an hour each day. 
Since the latest couple of fatalities at 
family enduros were young people, this 
is not such a dumb idea. 

Practice — Since you already know how 
to ride fast (you're sure of that, aren't 


you?) you should instead practice riding 
slow. Trials riders seem to have this kind 
of riding wired, so try practicing trials 
riding — do picky-picky turns at idling 
speed between big rocks, go down and 
up the same steep bank without taking 
your feet off the pegs, do intentional 
little wheelies over rocks and logs — all 
the dumb things you see trials riders do 
when they're playing, try to imitate. 
This way you won't panic when the 
speed averages, the terrain, or your 
fellow riders in the bottleneck ahead 
force you to ride slow. - 


Riding — 1f you've paid attention to all 
the foregoing, this section can be 
mercifully short. That's because if your 
engine runs cleanly at low speeds, your 
suspension works correctly, your body 
is well hydrated, your attitude is 
mature, and you've practiced handling 
your bike without a lot of 
foot-dragging, you're already home free 
— able to handle anything on the “B” 
rider loop with ease, and able to relax, 
really enjoy the ride. Honest — you can 
be flabby, out of shape, with a beer gut 
that flops over the handlebars of a 
five-year-old, 300-pound turkey 
motorcycle and still make it, because 
you've done all the things that prevent 
you from getting too tired, too soon. 
Oh, you'll get tired; but it will be fun 
tired. There's a difference. 


OK, the averages are duck soup, so 
you've decided you want to race a bit 
between check points. Please, go to a 
desert race or a GP and get it out of 
your system. Family enduros are 
danger-marked for 18 mph, not 40. 
What that means is, even assuming that 
the course marking is nuts-on perfect, 
the danger arrows, lime stripes or 
whatever are going to be set where a guy 
going 18-24 mph can see them, 
comfortably avoid the obstacle, and get 
back on the gas. Set them too far away 
and the guy who’s timekeeping will see 
them, slow down, not see anything 
dangerous, gas it again and’ clobber 
himself. So they’ll be set far closer than 
you'll find comfortable if you come at 
them all tapped out. The other pitfall is, 
a terrain feature that’s safe at 18-24 
mph probably won’t be danger-marked 
at all. Suppose, however, you came 
upon it at 45 and endo. Tough nuts, 
huh? 


After race comes pace. Everybody 
has a comfortable workpace — a level of 
physical effort they can sustain for long 
periods without wearing themselves out. 
It’s a different level for different people; 
so the trick is knowing yours. 


Any long trail ride is physical work; 
but you’re generally not thinking about 
that. So you wind up exceeding your 
level without warning. Yet the warning 








signals are there, if you'll think about 
them. For instance, if you pass the same 
rider five times and each time you crash 
minutes later, that should tell you 
something’s wrong. If rocks in the trail 
are “sneaking up on you” ‘with 
astonishmg regularity, — something's 
wrong. If you put a foot down to make 
a pivot turn in sand and just fall in a 
surprised heap, that's another sign. It's 
that ol’ deep-seated water-deprived 
body fatigue that’s sneaking up on you. 
That’s when you should say to yourself, 
“Hey, wait a minute,” get off the bike, 
walk around in a circle a couple of 
times, then sit on a rock and wait for 
your pulse to return to normal. 


Take a drink, too — and don't tell me 
you went out without water on your 
bike or person. The first symptoms of 
hypohydration happen to be 
deteriorating eyesight and eye-hand 
coordination, Which means as you dry 
out, you don’t see things you need to 
see in time to avoid them. You wind up 
riding over things unawares that any 
dummy would ride around. A breather 
and a slow steady pull at your canteen 
takes less time than a crash. 


Once you discover your workpace 
and get comfortable with it, most of 
these warnings will be unnecessary. 
Your breathers/waterbreaks will just 
naturally coincide with € 
checkpoint, and you'll just happil 
boogie along, passing all the strugg Es 
puttin' up hills with good momentum, 
throttle control, feet on the pegs an' all 
that good stuff you know how to do 
but fail to when you're pooped. 


One other trick to practice (then I'll 
shut up) is square turns in sand. 
Everybody knows how to get the weight 
back, stay on the gas, and boogie along 
with the front wheel planning to stay 
straight and under control. But the 
doggone sandwashes refuse to run in a 
straight line. What seems to work (at 
least with a turkey Triumph) is to 
approach the turn using the rear brake, 
one finger on the front brake (no more) 
weight still back and throttle slightly on 
working against the brakes, as the sand 
slows you down. Pick where you want 
to turn, slide up out of the seat, onto 
the tank, plant one foot, pivot and 
gassit, allowing your weight to come 
right back into the seat as you raise 
your foot to get that front wheel up and 
straight again. Works bitchin’ if you’re 
not tired. 


If this seems like a turkey article, 
written by a turkey, for turkeys, so be 
it. I wish I had a dollar for every rider I 
saw on just one enduro who didn’t 
know this stuff. Guess I'll jes’ go thump 
my brains out. (Thump?) Yeah, thump. 
Bye.

arl Roeseler used to keep track of his son's 

race wins in a little brown spiral notebook. 

He doesn't keep track of them any more 

though. His son has grown up, he's 19 years 
old, and Earl probably suffers now and then from a 
recurring case of acute writer's cramp. which he 
picked up a few years ago while trying to log all of his 
son's desert victories. 

Larry Roeseler wins a lot of races but it isn't 
because he doesn't have any competition. Considering 
the number of people that race in the desert almost 
every weekend of the year, Larry has probably beaten 
more racers to the finish line that you would care to 
count. The only times he didn't finish first were 
because his bike couldn't take it, and that's been only 
about three times. 

Considering his success, Larry is reserved, very easy 
to talk to and very much unaffected, He is one of 
Husqvarna's most valuable salesmen, but you won’t 
find him pushing bikes in the confines of; a 
motorcycle shop. No way. His work address is the 
Mojave or Baja Desert, depending on the weekend, 
but don’t bother trying to find a listing in the yellow 
pages ‘cause he’s always too busy to answer the 
phone anyway. 

We finally caught up with Larry and asked if he 
would mind spending some time explaining himself. 
Fortunately for us, he agreed, and now whenever you 
see the name Larry Roeseler — you will know a little 
bit more about how it all came to be.

How and where did it all begin? 

Back in 1962, I was five years old, my dad bought 
me an old lawnmower engine minibike. Well, the very 
first time I got om it — I only knew how to make it go 
— I ran into a brick wall, fell down in the gravel and 
scraped myself all up. It really scared my dad more 
than it did me though. He thought, well that's 
probably the end of that. Dad was racing back then, 
so we went to all the races together. I started out 
riding English trails, you could ride any size bike in 
the 0-15 year-old class, rode them for about two 
years and then rode some rough scrambles out at 
Perris Raceway. Two years later I got a H-D 50 and 
that same year, 1965, my dad became District 37’s 
very first number one Trailbike rider. I rode my first 
big desert race that same year, on a Honda 50, and 
finished 16th Trail Novice. I was pretty scared, but I 
sure liked it. I wore my mom’s boots and helmet in 
that race. I got about 200 yards from the start and 
crashed. My dad came back, picked me up, and said, 
"Come on, let's keep going." Than I started riding a 
lot of enduros and some hare scrambles. In 1967 I 
was riding at Dead Man's Point... wow, that's a long 
time ago now that I think about it. 

Did your dad have a lot to do with influencing you to 
race? 

Yeah, he really did. I wanted to be just like dad. 
He was good and I wanted to do the same things he 
did, just as well. He never pushed me though. I see a 
lot of fathers nowdays really pushing their kids into 
racing, telling them how to ride, what to do...I 
don't think that's good at all. He never told me what 
to'do, we just rode together a whole lot. We went to 
all the races together, rode enduros om the same 
minue... we really had a lot of good times. I picked 
up a lot of experience just from that. You know, 
there’s no substitute for experience. Even now, I 
can’t TELL a person HOW to ride. A lot of people 
could probably beat me, but they don’t use their 
heads, they just flat go. I used to hate uphills, because 
of the downhills, but now people say I’m crazy on 
downhills. I used to be really scared of them, but 
experience taught me to think of them as flat ground. 
Now, it’s easier on a downhill, just because it's down 
and you can go a lot faster coming down. Does that 
make sense? 

What other interests did you have besides 
motorcycles, racing and getting dirty? 

I played baseball for a while, but most of the time 
I would ride bicycles with all the other neighborhood 
kids. Finally some of the kids bugged thew parents 
into buying them motorcycles ’cause I had one. I was 
probably pretty unpopular with a lot of the 
neighborhood parents because of that. In the 
meantime, I was getting hurt a lot more 
on my bicycle than I ever was on my 
hike. ° 
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When did you decide to get serious 
about your racing? 

About 1970. I started riding District 
37 events a lot and got more serious 
about collecting points. During the 
week I rode as much as I could in the 
fields near home, nobody complained 
about it out there. That same year I 
rode my first big off-road event in 
Mexico too. The Laguna Salada 200. I 
was only about 12 "cause I was still in 
Junior High. Dales Modern Cycle was 
sort of sponsoring me on a Harley 125. I 
ended up second motorcycle overall, 
first 125cc. The prize money totaled 
$540. Everybody was really jazzed 
about the win, they were all drinking 
beer and celebrating, so I did too. I got 
drunk, got really sick, — I didn’t drink 
beer for a LONG time after that. And 1 
had to go to school the next day too. 
That was my first money race and my 
first experience in Mexico. It was really 
neat! Next race I remember real well 
was the Elsinore GP. I got 17th overall, 
third Trail Expert. Dad and I rode the 
Greenhorn and we got first Father/Son 
Team and I was the youngest finisher. 
Those were the best things that 
happened though, because that year I 
also broke my. arm, and about two 
months later I broke my hip riding in 
the Check Chase. Boy did the hip hurt. 
It was my first hospital experience. 
When you started breaking your body 
up didn’t you start to have second 
thoughts about this racing business? 

No, not really. As soon as my hip 
healed I was ready to go again. I saw it 
happening to other people all the time 
and my dad got hurt too... but I knew 
that could happen when I was racing. 
Actually, I get hurt more often just 
screwing around, not racing. 


Were you ever fully sponsored back 
then or did you have to pay your own 
way most of the time? . 

Back in 1972 I was riding almost all 
District 37 races and I finally got the 
number two plate. That year I rode my 
first Mint 400, on a Harley 125cc still, 
and I got second 125. Mitch (Mayes) 
and I rode the Baja 500 together and 
got fifth overall, first motorcycle. Mitch 
was the one that was sponsored, I was 
just next on their list, so it worked out 
good. I still had to go around to dealers 
trying to get my own supplies. I 
remember the first time I went to Bill 
Walters Leathers. I needed some leathers 
real bad and figured maybe I could talk 
him into giving me a set. I told the 
woman up front what my name was and 
asked to talk to Bill. She went back and 
got him, he came up front .and asked, 
"What did you say your name was?" I 
was really nervous and felt so small... I 
told him and he said "I only sponsor 
number one riders." I said, but I AM 
number one, in the Trailbike class. Boy, 
was I embarrassed! I really had to grow 
up fast. Nobody was going to go around 
asking for a sponsor for me, except me. 


How about your bikes; did you do all 
your own wrenching or did you have 
help? x; 

‘Dean Goldsmith did all the wrenching 
for Harley back then. I still worked on 
my own bike for local events, but Dean 
worked on Mitch and Terry Clark’s 
bikes and mine too, for the big events. 
When Mitch went to Husky, so did 
Dean. And now, I'm with Husky and 
he's back wrenching for me again too. It 
worked out pretty good. After Mitch 
left Harley that left the door open for 








me and I became their number one 
off-road rider. 
Why did you switch from Harley to 
Husqvarna? You were in a good position 
as their number one man weren't you? 
Because of the breakdowns. I just got 
tired of not being able to finish a race 
because of the equipment. Last year at 
the Riverside off-road race I broke in 
qualifying and it just ticked me off. I 
really wanted to ride that race and go 
for it. When the bike broke, Bruce 
Ogilvie, who was next in line to me, was 
standing there when I came back into 


` the pits and I just handed the bike over 


to him and said good luck. That's when 


and why I went to Husky. It's too bad * 


Harley won't put more money into their 
racing program, if they did they would 
probably be winning more races. 

What does racing, or working, for Husky 
as a factory rider involve? What do they 
do for you and what do you do for 
them? 

Obviously, they give me bikes to ride 

and my job is to go out to District 37 
races and try to get number one, talk to 
people and get them to buy Husqvarna 
motorcycles. I know of quite a few 
people who have bought bikes because 
of my wins. I just try to be friendly to 
the people who stop to ask questions 
and talk. I really enjoy it when a little 
kid comes over and asks for “my 
autograph.” I tell the people the truth 
and don’t try to keep any big dark 
secrets about the bike. Husky pays my 
travel expenses, gas money, win money 
for first 250 and a bonus for overall. I 
get $25 for a class win and $75 for 
overall wins, plus expense money. It's 
pretty good right now because I've been 
winning, but if I wasn't, I'd be pretty 
bad off. $100 a week, for me, is REAL 
easy to go through. That's it too, I'm 
not on a salary like Mitch is. 
That sounds really tight. How do you 
ever manage to get by without a regular 
job? Did you ever think of maybe going 
into professional motocross or something 
that pays better money? 

I get by because I still live at home. 
Don't get me wrong though. For years 
now I’ve been paying my own way. I’ve 
bought my own clothes, my own gas, 
and stuff like that. I go riding a lot 
during the wek and that doesn’t cost 
much. It’s hard though. I go to a lot of 
races and my gas money is only $25 
from Husky, if 1 spend more than that it 
comes out of my own pocket. I never 
thought about pro motocross until the 
last couple of years when I finally. got 
good enough. I already had a sponsor 
then and a Datsun truck to boot. 
Everything was going fine and back then 
I didn't have to think about a lot of 
money. Now, I'd really like to ride 
motocross, if someone would give me 
the chance. I ride motocross in all the 
GP events and I love it. I'd really like 
for Husky to give me the chance, but I 
havem't proven myself to them in 
motocross yet. I don’t know, Husky is 
really good to me. I can walk in there 
and they make me feel like I own the 
place. They really seem to respect me 
and that’s important. 

What does Husky have planned for you 
in the immediate future? 

They want me to go for number one 


. in both the Trailbike class and the Open 


class. It's never been done in the same 
year before. It's dome all the time: in 
motocross, that's easy, but never the 
desert. In fact I already have two wins 
to my credit in the Open class, so I only 


need about 18 more, I got those points 
riding GP events. 


But, how can you do that — ride two: 


different classes and still get number 
one in both? 

Well, this is only the halfway point of 

the year and there are still a lot of races 
to go yet. I already have 17-18 wins in 
the Trailbike class, on the 250, and I 
can safely say I'll probably end up with 
the. number one plate again for "77. 
Now I can concentrate on the Open 
class. I'll be riding a 360cc in that one. 
No one has been dominating the Open 
class it's been divided up fairly evenly, 
so I still stand a chance. 
You and A.C. Bakken have won 
(overall) just about all the super big 
off-road races around this year. How 
much money do you think you've made 
risking your life and paying a $250 
entry to do it? 

Well, are you ready for this? A.C. and 
I won the Parker 400 overall. It's a joke 
— the SCORE check given to us was 
$1050. That’s it. We probably got about 
another $1000 in contingencies. It was 
really cute, SCORE sent me an 8x10 
glossy of myself, A.C. and Bill 
Silverthorn, who won the overall class 
one, and it said, "Here are Larry, A.C. 
and Bill getting their share of the 
$120,000 purse from the biggest 
off-road event ever held,” and I’m just 
goin’ OK where’s my money? When we 
split it up we ended with $525 apiece. 
It’s a joke and a ripoff. People think 
you make so much money — ha! We 
beat Silverthorn and he probably made 
seven or eight thousand dollars. Boy, 
that picture blew me away. The Mint 
400 was next. Rolf Tibblin was 
scheduled to ride with me but he had 
hurt himself and Mitch had hurt his 
knee at OCMC (The Great Bear GP) so 
we put the two cripples together and 
A.C. and I teamed up. Two days before 
the race Mitch got off hard and broke 
both his collarbones; that left Rolf 
teamed with Jack Johnson and they 
won overall, 

A.C. and I finished second and our 
payoff was $1500, or thereabouts. Most 
people think, wow — you’re a big buck 
hero — boy if I just told them the 
truth... they'd never believe it. The 
Baja 500 was next. A.C. and I won, 
overall again, and the payoff there was 
$2400. The first buggy in got about 
$8000. They pay according to the 
number of entries per class, but an 
overall win should be worth something 
extra. 


Do you get really nervous before a big 
race, like the Baja? 

Not really — not anymore. This year 
at the 500, I'm in the motel getting 
ready to go over to the start area and 
Terry Clark says, “lets go eat 
breakfast.” Now, I don’t like to eat 


just a figment of Larry’s imagination right now.... 





before a race, but we went down to the 


Bahia and ate anyway. I was one of the 
first bikes scheduled to go off the line 
and someone said, “hey you better get 
going.” It was ten to six and I was 
supposed to start at ten after. I was 
pretty far from the impound area so I 
thought, gee, I'd hate to miss it, so I 
started jogging down the street through 
town, boots, helmet, 
everything... finally somebody asked 
if I wanted a lift and by the time I got 
to the line, all I had time to do was fix 
the lens on my goggles. That was close, 
but tt worked out OK ’cause I didn’t 
have time to think about the start. 

A lot of racers have superstitions about 
colors, clothes, all kinds of things. Do 
you have any? 

Yes. I won't wear green socks. I 
know, you hear all that stuff about 
green being a no-good color for racers 
and all that... and I just thought it was 
silly — until I broke down everytime I 
wore green socks. Yellow socks used to 
treat me the same way, but I finally got 
over that. And everytime I think I'm 
really going to like a race, I end up 
doing bad. So, I try not to think about 
it at all. 

Do you carry a good luck piece or 
something like that? 

Nope, I don’t carry nothin’. My 

leathers don’t have any pockets. All I 
ever carry is a spark plug wrench and a 
lot of times I forget that too. I get too 
confident sometimes, but my bike 
hardly ever breaks down. 
What's going to happen to your off-road 
career if the BLM closes so much of the 
desert they can't throw any more big 
bucks type events? 

Well, I don't know what anyone else 
is gonna do, but I'm in the process of 
buying a speedway bike. I'd still ride 
whatever off-road events were left, but 
if the desert is shut off, I'll have to 
switch. I know Jim Fishback real well 
and he’s been after me for a long time 
to try speedway. What I want to do is 
get the speedway bike now, start riding 
during the week, and sort of see where 
it’s at. It wouldn’t interfere with my 
District 37 racing at all; besides it would 
be good experience and practice. It’s so 
completely different from what I’m 
doing now. 


EDITOR’S NOTE: This interview took 


place the day before the SCORE 
Riverside Off-Road World 
Championship. Larry was looking 


forward to that race with hopes of 
proving his motocross abilities to his 
sponsor. Unfortunately, he crashed hard 


. in his qualifying race and severely 


injured his thumb. But — it could have 
been worse. He will be out of action 
until the Baja 1000 where he will 
probably team up with Jack Johnson. 
He knows what he has to do to win and 
he doesn't have to prove that to anyone.

brands of motorcycles, is the 
exceptional performing 


Marzocchi gas/oil shock unit. 
Designed’ for strenuous off-road 
competition, the Marzocchi is a shock 
of twin tube design which incorporates 
a remote oil reservoir for better oil 
cooling and an air chamber separated 
from the oil by a flexible diaphragm to 
prevent shock fade due to oil foaming. 

These Marzocchi shocks are presently 
available in two types. The first is the 
series no. 3 shock with 3/8 inch 
diameter dampening rod designed: for 
use in conventional shorter travel rear 


, suspension applications where the shock 


is to be mounted in an up and down 
position. The other type is the newer 
series no. 4 shock with 1/2 inch 
diameter dampening rod and firmer 
valve dampening for use in long travel 
rear suspension applications where the 
shock is to be mounted in cantilever or 
laydown position. 

Worn shocks can be rebuilt by having 
them sent to the Penton Service 
Department, or the owner may choose 
to rebuild the shocks himself by 
following these instructions and

ordering the replacement. parts 
necessary from a Penton/Hi-Point 
dealer., In most rebuild situations, only 
the dampening. rod oil seal needs 
replacing. Also, series no. 3 shocks can 
be updated to series no. 4 specificiations 
by the installation of the series no. 4 
dampening rod assembly. 

It is advisable that. new Marzocchi 
shocks have their oil changed before'use 


to prevent possible seal wear from metal ` 


particles which may have been left in the 
shocks during manufacture. New or 
rebuilt shocks should also have their 
exposed dampening rods oiled before 
the shocks are ever compressed. This 
prevents the lips on the dampening rod’s 
oil seal from being pushed inward and 
allowing some shock oil to leak out. 


Disassembly ; 

1. Mount the shock assembly in a vise 
and bleed the air out of the reservoir 
assembly with the dampening rod 
compressed down into the shock body. 

2. Using a suitable size cresent or open 
end wrench, undo the top of the shock 
on the main body and screw out the 
complete dampening assembly. 

3. Remove the cap on the reservoir 
body with a special pin wrench. This 
wrench will have to be made, or as a 


temporary measure two drill bits of 
same diameter as the pin holes in the 
reservoir cap may be inserted in the pin 
holes and a screw driver used as a turn 
handle to unscrew the reservoir cap. (It 
may prove to be a little more difficult, 
but rebuilding the dampening assembly 
and changing oil can be accomplished 
without having to remove the reservoir 
cap. The oil drain screws located on the 
reservoir body should allow most of the 
oil to drain out). 

4. Use an 11mm socket to remove the 
end nut from the dampening shaft to 
remove dampening parts and seals. Make 
note of the order in which the parts are 
disassembled. 

5. Clean all parts to be reused in 
solvent or gasoline. Use hot water to 


‘wash off parts cleaned’ in solvent, then 


dry all parts throughly. 

6. Check the foot valve on the bottom 
of the inner tube body to see that it is 
sealing properly. Blowing on one end 
and then the other will verify that the 
valve is opening and closing. 
Reassembly 

7. Install spring adjusters and collarson 
bodies before assembling any other 
parts. 

8. Replace seals and other worn or 
damaged parts, then reassemble them on 
the. dampening rod. 

9. When reinstalling the dampening 
parts on the dampening rod, be sure 
that the spring washers aren’t hung up 
on the shoulder of the collar they go 
around. Slip over the dampening piston 
ånd hold it down by hand against the 
spring pressure as the nylog lock nut is 
lightly tightened down,.- 

10. Reinstall the parts in the reservoir 
body and tighten down the reservoir 
cap. Remoye the top oil bleed screw on

the reservoir body for refilling the shock 
with oil. 

11. The shocks will now be filled with 
oil. Use the thinnest good quality shock 
oil possible. In most instances this is 5 
weight oil, or if available, Bel-Ray 45 
hydraulic oil. 

12. First install the inner steel tube in 
the in the shock and fill it with oil. 

13. Partially install the dampening rod 
assembly in the steel inner tube and 
begin filling the remainder of the shock 
body with oil. The shock body should 
be positioned in a vice or held by hand 
so that the oil will drain out the bleed 
hole in the reservoir body at the same 
time it overfills the top of the shock 
body. 

14. Screw in the bleed screw and 
tighten down the dampening rod 
assembly into the shock body with the 
dampening rod fully extended. As the 
dampening assembly cap is tightened 
down into the shock body, oil will be 
displaced and seep out at the threads. 
This is how it should be done. The 
object is to have no air mixed with the 
oil inside the shock. 

15. Check to see that shock body top, 
reservoir top and bleed screws are tight, 
then fill the gas portion of the reservoir 
with air or nitrogen at 29.4 lbs. or 2 
kg/cm2. 

Because dampening in the series no. 4 
Marzocchi shocks is extremely firm for 
Lis suspension, pressure in the gas 
chamber of the shock isn't strong 
enough to push back out the dampening 
rod when the shock is compressed. 
After assembly of the shock, or washing 
off of the motorcycle with shocks 
installed, be sure that the shafts are kept 
lightly oiled so the seals will work 
properly. °

here are lots of stories surrounding the American ISDT effort, 
particularly concerning the eight event AMA Two-Day Trial 


in Reno and lost all our money — we had $1.75 between us!" 
And then there's Kevin Lavoie's eyebrow-raising tale about a traffic jam at a 


Trask special test. 


Championship Series. Some of them are of success and celebration; 
some are of failure and disappointment. Some are so hard luck that 
they're funny. 

Take Mike Hannon's radiator tale, for example. Mike's in fine shape now; he 
qualified OK and was chosen to ride on the U.S. World Trophy team. But there 
was a night back in May when he must have had his doubts. He and his wife 
Theresa were on their way to the Olympia, Washington Two-Day qualifier when, 
as he told it: 

*At two o'clock in the morning, I hit a deer just outside a small town in 
Oregon, completely totaling the front end of the van. It knocked out the 
radiator and power steering and demolished the grill. I hitch-hiked a ride to the 
nearest town while Theresa stayed with the van. 

“At 7:30 in the morning, I was finally able to get a tow truck out, only to 
find out there was no place in town that could make the repairs. So, we were 
towed almost eighty miles to the next town where we were stuck for over a day. 

“Well, they informed us then that it would be another five days before they 
could get the right radiator. Desperate, we rigged a makeshift radiator that 
overheated the rest of the way, and needless to say, died of exhaustion shortly 
thereafter. 

“I guess the incident had set up some kind of pattern because I was holding 
the lead at Olympia until the second day of the event when my bike followed 
the radiator. The best part of all was that prior to hitting the deer, we’d stopped 


“There were a bunch of us Penton riders all riding within a few minutes of 
each other. Frank Gallo got to the start of the test and took off. It ran up an old 
woods road with two very deep ruts on both sides. 

“Well, Frank got all crossed up about half a mile up and got off in one of the 
ruts. I had started about 20 seconds behind Frank. I must have hit the same 
thing he did because right where he was, I ended up on the other side in the 
other rut. < 

“If that wasn’t bad enough — there were Frank and me, both of us. in 
different ruts and trying to get out — when along comes Carl Cranke! Just as I 
was getting my bike out, he hit my front wheel and did a great big endo. 

"So -there we were, three of us in the same place, all down. You can imagine 
how we felt! But that wasn't all. Jeff Gerber was next, and when he got to us, 
we were all over the trail trying to get going. And Jeff, trying to avoid the three 
of us as he rounded the turn, went sliding off into the same rut Frank was just 
getting out of. z 

“I know this must sound a little far-fetched, but you've got to understand 
that we were all only 15-20 seconds apart, so it all happened very quickly Plus it 
was very slippery and just around a turn. This story gave us a valid excuse for 
our poor test times, but Frank, Carl, Jeff and I sure got some puzzled looks from 
the likes of Jack, Tom, Dane and others we told of our experience.” 

And all that was just in trying to qualify for Six Days: The Austrian stories 
should be outstanding! We'll try to bring home a good collection. 


David Ashley -- Wadesville, Ind. 

It hasn't been an easy year for nineteen 
year old David Ashley. There were, as 
he described it, “tons of crazy 
happenings” in the Two-Day series. He 
set out to ride them all, then (1) endoed 
in a special test in New Jersey; still 
finished on Gold, (2) Finished Ft. Hood 
on back rim; still got a Gold; (3) Had 
another flat near the end of California 
City; took another Gold, (4) Endoed in 
the 'bama mud (another flat); still 
managed to score a Gold, (5) Struck by 
a "wrong way rider" in Washington; 
broke one arm and dislocated the other 
- couldn't compete in the final three 
events. But here he is, all qualified, 
supported and ready to go again. 


“I especially would like to thank Bill 
Stewart of Yamaha, Yamaha 
International, and all the people in R&D 
for their support and concern. Al Eames 
deserves credit for great organization 
and seeing to it that we get flat tires 
often. Thanks Al! And of course 
everyone in Six Days knows my dad 
Jerry and how important he’s been to 
me. He's always there." 


David, employed as a construction 


worker, explained why it's all worth it. 
“The primary reason (for spending. all 
the necessary time and money) is to 
make the U.S. team and know that 
you're representing your country, and -- 
in my case -- Yamaha. It costs a bundle 
no matter how you hack it, and the 
rewards are self-satisfaction in 
competing with the machine against 
time, mechanical stress and the 
elements." 


Fred Bellman -- Oakland, Cal. 


In the forty rider U.S. |line-up, 
somebody had to be number forty. This 
year, It’s Fred Bellman, nineteen year 
old parts man for Nelson Brothers 
Motors. As number forty, with 
thirty-seven riders definitely going, 
Fred’s chances as third alternate aren’t 
too good at the time of this writing. But 
he’s looking at next year already. 

“Being one of the riders selected to 
represent the U.S. in the ISDT is going 
to be my ultimate experience, if not this 
year, then next year for sure.” 

The cost of competing in the 
Two-Day qualifying series allowed Fred 
to compete in only four events. He 


finished on Gold at California City, 
ninth in the Open class. At Olympia, 
Washington, he tied for third in class on 
Gold, and at Trask he wrapped up the 
two days with another Gold, sixth in 
class. The final race that his finances 


Charles Bethards -- Auburn, Wash. 


“I live and breathe motorcycles 24 
hours a day. I didn't have the money to 
compete in the ISDT when I was 
younger. To win even a Bronze Medal 
would mean a lot to me. To compete 
also means enjoying the pleasure of 
riding with the best riders in the world.” 

Thirty-nine year old Charles Bethards 
would allow him to compete in was Bad 
Rock. At the end of day one, Fred 
took’ second in class. Then, midway 
through day two his Gold winning 
streak ended. 

"I was riding my best on Sunday until 
a log wiped out my rear brake, and with 
it, my fourth in a row Gold Medal ride." 

His sponsor John Nelson, an ISDT 
veteran from 1967 and 1970 made it all 
possible. If they can get Fred to. more 
events next year, he looks like a strong 
possibility for ISDT 1977. 


was presenting his view on Six Days. 
The tool designer and father of four 
continued, “How much is a medal 
worth? I look at it another way. How 
much satisfaction do I receive from 
competing? It's the chance of a lifetime; 
a goal to work toward." 

He's preparing for the grueling event 
with a 30-45 minute daily work-out 
session which includes running two 
miles, thirty push ups and fifty sit ups. 
The training program is supplemented 
with frequest riding sessions and regular 
competition. 

Wife Laura, daughter Kris and sons 
Ken, Kelly and Keven along with 
members of the Sea Fair City M.C., the 
Bultaco dealer, Don and Iris Rhodes and 
Bultaco employees Ron Murphy and 
Mike Hannon all rate high on Charles’ 
thank-you list. 


Ron Bishop -- Escondido, Ca. 


With the AMA’s gaining two extra 
berths for U.S. riders, and Doh Cutler 
forced out of the running with a broken 
leg, Ron Bishop became first alternate. 
As it appears at the time of this writing, 
only a week before the AMA tour leaves 
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for Austria, Ron will remain the first 
alternate; the first not to go. 

Last year was rough on the Rokon 
rider. On the Isle of Man he crashed on 
Day Three breaking two ribs and was 
forced to retire. This year, being just on 
the wrong side of the team cut must be 
even more frustrating. Or perhaps, it's 
lucky. With Rokon's withdrawal of rider 
expense assistance, it might have been 
rougher if he had been chosen to find 
his own way to Austria. 
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Ben Bower -- Mountain View, Ca. 


“How much is a medal worth? To buy 
one, about ten bucks! It’s the 
experience of mental and physical 
trauma, whether one wins or loses, that 
in the end is priceless! Of two previous 
Six Days, I have equally lasting 
memories that do not differentiate 
between the Gold Medal and the DNF. 
The key is to do your best. Then, if 
things fail, you still have not lost it all.” 

Ben Bower, thirty-two year old 
engineer for Owens-Illinois, has the 
attitude necessary to be a top ISDT 
rider. The relatively late comer to 
motorcyling (‘I started with 'you meet 
the nicest people on a Honda’.”’) is 
married, and he and Deanna expect 
their first child in late October. 

Ben feels strongly about the personal 
nature of motorcycle racing (“I was 
getting tired of team sports. . .it always 
felt like you were letting the other 
player down. . .motorcycling, especially 
the ISDT, gives the personal satisfaction 
of knowing that YOU have done 
something."). And yet, at the same 
time, he understands the reality of 
having to depend on others to help with 
his machine (“In this you must realize 
that you are not an entity unto yourself 
and that other people do have a better 
way to do it. Keeping an open mind is a 
must!").

Without them, cost would 
have been unbearable, and Ben Bower 
expresses his thanks to all. 


Dick Burleson -- Antioch, Tenn. 


“The medal itself has no value -- or very 
little -- but what it represents is 
personal,” Dick Burleson responded, 
“Only you know how much you went 
through to get it. You compete in Six 
Days because it’s the hardest race there 
is. I want to compete against the best in 
the world -- and win my class." 
Husqvarna's twenty-eight year old 
Eastern. Regional Service Manager was 
answering the Cycle News questionnaire 
under “internal pressure” from his 
pretty wife Jill. (After she'd finished, he 
went over it and wrote in as one of his 
dislikes “nagging wife making me fill 
this thing out.” Then he added under 
the “likes” category “Jill and Jon-Erik.” 
Jon-Erik is their two year old son.) 
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People and companies who assisted 
Dick in pursuing the Two-Day series are 
as follows: Dutch Hutchings, who must 
also be listed in the best friend category.

“Fishing,” Rod Bush replied to the 
inevitable what - do - you - like - besides 
- riding question, “but who can find the 
time?!” 

Other than riding in (and winning) 
almost every woods riding event in his 
area, the twenty-one year old Penton 
rider works at The Bike Shop, a family 
business, and also puts in hours at the 
L.B. Foster Co. 

Rod's main support comes from his 
super parents, known to all simply as

Carl Cranke -- Placerville, Ca. 


You might think that someone like Carl 
Cranke (or any of the other Silver Vase 
Team members: Penton, Penton and 
Leimbach) who has been involved in 
motorcycling on a day-to-day business 
level for years would become tired and 
cynical about the whole deal. We've met 
several younger professional racers who 
seem to have lost touch with the joy of 
riding somewhere along the road to 
financial success. In off-road riding, 
however, still a non-professional sport, 
the exact opposite seems to be true.

Don Cutler -- Putnam, Conn. 


“Two broken bones, three stainless steel 


screws and one very large cast,” the- 


machinilst from Connecticut, Don 
Cutler answered when asked if there any 
problems that might keep him from 
making it to Six Days. Don, at forty 
years of age, would have been the oldest 
member of the 1976. U.S. forty man 
contingent (including alternates), a 
distinction that now goes to Charlie 
Bethards.

With three Silver Medals, one Bronze 
and two DNFs to his Six Days record, 
Don’s not being able to give that elusive 
Gold Medal another a good hard chase 
in the 1976 Austrian event is no doubt 
one of his greatest disappointments. 
When we asked why Don Cutler invests 
all the time and money necessary to 
pursue that piece of metal, his reply was 
simply, ''Try it once. It’s habit 
forming.” 


Gary Edmond -- Canterbury, Conn. 


"I've never been able to decide why I 
have made this sport my way of life. It 
makes times hard on my family. . .I've 
just decided that this is what I want to 
do, and I want to do it to the utmost." 

Gary Edmond's words seemed to sum 
up the feelings of many ISDT riders. A 
husband and father, the twenty-seven 
year old parts manager and salesman at 
Middletown Kawasaki continued, “I 
have no interests other than riding. With 
my work, riding and family, I don’t 
have time to do anything else.”

"When a person in my position who 
doesn't have a lot of money to spend on 
the ISDT qualifiers, and who has been 
dreaming of doing it for five years, 
suddenly meets some people who want 
to help and support him, just saying 
thank you doesn't seem like it's 
enough."

In 
addition to the Nebraskans, John ‘also 
thanks Bill Stewart of Yamaha, and of 
course, Yamaha. International for 
making it all happen for him. 








Frank Gallo -- Lisbon, Oh. 


“There’s nothing like it in all the world 
- not money, or anything else can 
compare with the thrill of winning a 
Gold Medal," Frank Gallo summed it 
up. “It’s a thrill to look back after all 
the work and sweat when you've come 
out a winner.” 

The nineteen year old former Husky 
rider started riding a 400 Penton in 
January after ‘‘receiving no 
encouragement" from Husqvarna. 
Support from the Penton crew helped 
Frank make it through the Two-Day 
series, and he particularly thanks John 
Penton and General Manager Larry 
Maiers for letting him travel with the 
team. 

Stocky Frank (“Being a physically big 
boy, I’ve always raced in the Open 
class.") cuts a mean swath through the 
eastern woodlands using technique that 
he seems to have learned in high school 
football. Sports, including football, 
basketball, baseball and track, are his 
main non-cycling activities. 

Frank has won Gold Medals in the 
Two-Day Trial Championship Series; 
now he's after the big one -- an ISDT 


Bill Geier -- Metuchen, N.Y. 


“The only reason I’m spending all this 
time and money on riding ISDT is 
because I really enjoy it. If I wasn’t 
spending my time on motorcycles, I'd 
probably be watching TV. I just like the 
motorcycle atmosphere. How much is a 
medal worth ? I'll let you know as soon 
as I win it in Austria."

Jeff Gerber -- Amherst, Oh. 


"A Gold Medal this year is extremely 
important to me. I must make up for 
last year on the Isle of Man," Penton 
Imports' nineteen year old Assistant 
Service Manager Jeff Gerber said 
expressing his determination to do well 
in Austria. His first attempt at ISDT 
competition ended on the first day 
when, riding on a narrow paved road, a 
car stopped in front of him. Jeff got 
sideways avoiding the collision but his 
bike went into the other lane and an 
oncoming cement lorry dragged it down 
the roadway. He wasn't seriously 
injured, but the bike was totalled out. 

Jeff's main supporters in the Two-Day 
series, "both financially and morally," 
were his parents. He travelled with the 
Penton entourage and received their pit 
crew's much welcomed assistance.

Mike Hannon 
demonstrated his ability to succeed 
under such conditions in the Two Days 
in Alabama qualifier when he completed 
the run, riding with a broken foot, and 
still scored second in the 250cc class. 

The twenty-nine year old Technical 
Promotion Representative for Bultaco 
International is married to a pretty lady 
named Theresa who “has helped me a 
great deal at all the events.’’ She’s active 
in sports and is a pre-med student.

As third alternate in the original team 
selection list, eighteen year old Harry 
Heilemann’s chances of going to Austria 
appeared slim at best. Them things 
started happening, The AMA applied 
for, and was granted, two more 
positions on the team, and Don Cutler 
was injured and dropped off the team. 

“All this just happened too fast. 1 
learned Saturday that the two extra 
slots had been granted, then later on in 
the day I heard about Don’s misfortune. 
Im really sorry about Don's accident. 
Sunday I raced in Rhode Island, then 
came home to Long Island. On Monday, 
the phone started ringing, and on 
Tuesday at 4:30 a.m. I was on my way 
to Lorain, Ohio. I'd been told that I 
only had until Thursday to set up the 
bike, but fortunately got a few more 
days -- all I did was play mechanic for 
five days at 15-16 hours a day until the 
bike was done.” 

“As for the people I'd like to thank, I 
can't begin to name them all for fear 
that I'll miss one -- there have been so 
many who have helped out in so many 
ways. I can only say thanks to everyone 
who has helped me this year." 

"All the time and money I've spent 
has been to fulfill a goal in life of 
earning a Gold Medal in Six Days,” he 
concluded.

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Jeff Hill -- Macon, Ga. s 


“I had a pretty bad street riding wreck 
just a little over a year ago," twenty-one 
year old Jeff Hill responded to the 
questionnaire, "and it left my arm and 
leg in casts for three and a half months. 
I was ready to leave for Ft. Hood on the 
day of the accident. I enjoy trials riding 
and I wanted to ride all the events I 
could and try to do well. Well, the 
wreck only intensified that goal." 

“Trials is a game of experience, he 
continued, “and I expect to do better as 
time goes on.” Jeff's job isn't made any 
easier by the fact that he's trying to mix 
full time school (he's a pharmacy 
intern) with an all-out effort to become 
a top world caliber trials rider. 
Supported by his father, as he puts it, 
“both financially and spiritually,” and 
by the Penton crew who “spent many 
hours at the thankless gas stops,” he’ll 
continue that WFO chase for the elusive 
ISDT Gold Medal at his first ISDT in 
Austria. 


Jim Hollander -- Hamden, Conn. 


Twenty-five year old Jim Hollander 
compares his position to Billy Uhl's 
1975 situation. 

*But, unlike Bill, I will go on to the 
Six Days," he adds. 

The self-employed (Connecticut 
Motorcycle Supply) rider says his most 
enlightening experience during the 
Two-Day series came upon winning his 
first overall in Michigan when he asked 
Rokon aboutgetting some support. He’d 
been covering his own expenses 
following .a recent cut-back in rider 
support. 

“Do you think that just because you 
won a qualifier overall, that entitles you 
to factory support?” was his answer. 

“Rokon followed that rather cruel 
statement several weeks later by 
notifying their three qualified riders 
that they could not afford to send them 
to Six Days,” Hollander said, “Despite 
my being chosen for the U.S. World 
Trophy Team, Rokon was asking me to 
pay for shipping their motorcycle over 
as well as my own expenses.” 

Jim expressed his sincere thanks to Al 
Eames, the AMA, the organizers of the 
Two-Day Trials and the entire team of 
U.S. riders. 

“Their dedication. . .has given me the 
strength to pull the loose ends together 
and go to Austria still proud to be riding 
for the United States.” 


David Hulse -- Ft. Edward, N.Y. 

“I would like to bring home a Gold 
Medal for the U.S. and for myself to 
prove that we're just as good as anyone 
else," David Hulse stated. The 
thirty-two year old service manager at a 
Honda car dealership will be competing 
in this, his second ISDT, with help from 
Ossa. Last year David was the only U.S. 
rider to be on a Montesa, apparently 
with limited support, but he maintained 
a Silver Medal for two days before 
carburetor problems dropped him to 
Bronze. 

His wife Gail “was my pit crew for the 
past two years, and she never missed a 
gas stop -- that was my best support.” 
The Hulses have a four year old son, 
Todd, who joins them in their travels. 
(“Traveling with my family” was listed 
as one of David's favorite |pastimes.) 

“I had very little trouble this year, 
thank God, but I had a good bike which 
helped," David said of his following the 
Two-Day series. "Ossa did a great deal 
for me as did Al Eames and John 
Taylor." 


Eric Jensen -- Los Angeles, Ca. 


To twenty-seven year old motorcycle 
shop owner Eric Jensen, the rewards of 
riding in ISDT competition . include, 
"the satisfaction of having completed 
six days of one of the world's most 
grueling contests against the best 
international competitors. The ISDT 
still falls into the category of 
individualism and doing something that

everyone else can't earn the honor of 
doing. It's also fun!" 

Eric's motorcycling accomplishments 
read like a sponsor's fondest dreams. 
He's won such heavy duty desert events 
as the Baja 500 and 1000, the Mint 400 
and the Parker 400 co-riding with other 
top line riders like Carl Cranke and 
Steve Hurd. 

His ISDT record started out strong 
when he was chosen to ride on 
Kawasaki's U.S. team in 1973 but ended 
only two days int the event when his 
bike failed, as did all the other Team 
Kaws, with mechanical problems. 1974 
provided Eric's first "up" ISDT 
performance when he scored a Silver 
and in doing so, became the first 
American ever to win the final 
motocross speed test. He missed his 
Gold by only ten points. Last year, in 
miserable wet and muddy conditions,

the desert rider still hung on to his 
Bronze. 


Ron Lamastus -- Morgantown, Ind. 


Greenwood Hodaka Sales owner Ron 
Lamastus is twenty-eight years old, 
married and has two children, Toni and 
Chad. 

“Chad,” he recalls, “was born on the 
day I left for the 1974 ISDT. My wife 
not only tolerates my racing and neglect 
of things at home; she’s a super pit 
crew!” 

Ron expressed gratitude to Ossa’s 
John Taylor who, he says, made this 
year possible by his support from the 
1975 ISDT and throughout the 1976 
Two-Day series. Ron apparently made it 
worth Ossa's while by scoring seven 
Golds in seven events. 

Lamastus' praise extends on to the 


machine itself, “The team, four riders, 
rode a total of twenty-five two day 
races -- approximately 10,000 miles -- 
with NO DNFs -- fantastic!”’ 

Why does he ride trials? 

“I mostly enjoy being with people, 
especially the super types you find 
connected with our sport.” He listed 
Don Cutler who, sadly, has been kept 
from the 1976 ISDT due to injury, as 
“the ultimate example of a super 
person/racer." Plus, he added almost as 
an afterthought, “I love a challenge!" 
And Six Days is indeed that.

Vice President of Torsten Hallman 
Racing, thirty-five year old Lars Larsson 
has one wife, Sandy, and two kids 
("One of each," he says), Kimberly and 
Lars-Erik.

Among the people Lars wants to 
thank are Carl and Nancy Cranke. 
“They always help me out when I call in 
the middle of the night asking stupid 
questions about my bike. Also the 
Penton kids -- they always help me out, 
hauling my bike cross country, fixing 
me up at the gas stops, etc. If it wasn’t 
for these guys, I’d be totally last.” 

When we asked if there was any 
reason that he might not make it to 
Austria, the answer, typically Lars, was, 
“No, I am ready. Two years ago little 
Lars-Erik was born when I was supposed 
to leave for Italy, but this year I've been 
a good boy.” 

If Lars sounds like a comical guy, it’s 
because he is, but don’t mistake his 
jokes for lack of sincerity. He puts 100 
percent effort into Six Days because, "I 
believe it has to do with personal 
recognition, whatever you do. Also, I 


think the most honorable thing for any 
sportsman must be to be picked to 
represent your country." He's scored 
four Golds in seven attempts. This year 
will probably make it five for eight.

Tom, although he’s surely tired of 
hearing about it, was the hard luck 
member of last year’s U.S. World 
Trophy team who was forced out on the 
first day when his machine caught fire. 
As serious and conscientious as Tom 
Penton is, he’s made doubly sure that 
there’s no chance of repeating that 
misfortune. He'll do well this time. 


Mike.Rosso -- McKeesport, Pa.

You have 
to be a total technician on preparation 
as well as on riding," nineteen year old 
Andrew “Drew” Smith replied. 
Employed as a mechanic at North 
Jersey Cycle, Drew was explaining his 
views toward trials medals. 

“The medal isn’t the only important 





thing to me. Winning my class is what I 
think about. I don’t just try to maintain 
a Gold; I try to win."

What can you say about Malcolm 
Smith? Mr, Six Days of the U.S., thanks 
to his On Any Sunday movie 
appearance and the fact that he seems 
to have more Gold Medals than anyone 
else in the country, has done a lot to 
increase American awareness to the 
ISDT. Dave Mungenast may have 
attended more ISDTs, Jackie Penton 
may have chalked up a better individual 
showing, and Steve McQueen may be 
more popular among American ladies, 
but Malcolm Smith somehow 
personifies the U.S. Six Days 
competitor, Always cool and 
impressively capable at all aspects of the 
job, the man with the ear-to-ear grin has 
earned a total of eight Six Days medals, 
seven of them Gold. 

This year he, Dick Burleson and Ken 
Maahs make up the Highland Cycle 
Riders club team with a total of sixteen 
years ISDT experience among them. 
Half of it’s Malcolm’s. 


Jim Simmons -- Esther, Mo. 


Apparently not feeling too let down by 
the Rokon factory’s withdrawal of 
support (riders were furnished bikes and 
parts, no expenses), Jim Simmons, 
thirty-three year old carpet installer for 
Brown Carpet Co. offers special thanks 
to Marty Ray, Rokon’s head wrench 
and to Rokon, Inc. 

Still, he needed some help and found 
it with Husqvarna through his friend Ed 
Schmidt. “Ed came over and helped me 
build the new bike," Jim added. 


He places the value of an ISDT medal 
at "about six grand in loss of work" and 
emphasizes that's really only the price 
of a chance to score in the big race. It's 
definitely not like buying it or investing 
the money in a sure thing. But, on the 
positive side, going to Austria also 
means “a European vacation for my 
wife and me." 


Like many other Two-Day 
contestants, he also is thankful for 
having an understanding boss who lets 
him take time off from work, then still 
has a job waiting for him when he 
returns from the numerous trips. 









Larry Thompson -- Los Altos, Ca. 


On December 25, 1975, seventeen year 
old Larry Thompson received his 
sponsorship for the 1976 ISDT. A 
certificate signed by the Claus family 
(Mrs. “Tiger” and Mr. “Splash” Claus) 
appeared under the Christmas tree with 
his name at the top. 

It wasn't, however, a free gift. There 
were ‘certain conditions, five to be 
exact, that had to be met. Larry had to 
maintain grades of “B” or better; he had 
to graduate; he had to qualify in the 
Two-Day series; he had to be able to 
change a tire in four minutes; and lastly, 
he had to empty the trash compactor 
regularly for| Mom. Larry’s dad, Ken 
Thompson, is- very proud to announce 
that Larry qualified in all cases. 

Fellow KTM rider Lars Larsson says 
of Larry, "You have,to be impressed; 
the kid never makes any mistakes on the 
trail" That quote came after he'd 
passed Larry who was on the side of the 
trail with his rear wheel off changing a 
flat. Three minutes later, Larry repassed 
Lars. At the next check he did another 
tire change with_ twelve minutes to 
spare! 

“Larry says that his drive toward Six 
Days is to get that USA helmet," his 
father wrote, “but it’s obvious after 


trying to stay with him that he just 
loves cross country riding!” 





Billy Uhl -- Boise, Id. 


One Two-Day that will always remain 
prominent in Billy Uhl's memory is the 
1976 Two Days in Alabama meet where 
he accomplished a “mission impossible” 
feat with all the tension and drama of 
any episode of the TV show. At the end 
of day one, it became obvious that his 
biké, a 175cc Hercules, needed a top 
end rebuild if it was to finish the second 
day. Billy actually replaced the entire 
cylinder/piston assembly during the 
fifteen minute maintenance period on 
the morning of the second day -- in fact, 


* it took him only 13 1/2 minutes to do 


it. He went on to finish second in class 
in Alabama much to the delight of his 
disbelieving audience. 

Twenty-five year old Billy is married 
to a pretty girl he calls Deb, and they 
have a two year old son, Brecken. They 
reside in Boise where he, his brother 
Mike and father Herb run a bike shop 
that's been there for twenty-two years. 
His spare time pastimes include 
backpacking, cross country skiing, 
identifying and collecting herbs and an, 
interest in antiques. 

Preston Petty, who helped Billy get to 
Six Days in England in 1969 and who 
has helped sponsor him in the qualifiers 
ever since, headed Uhl's thank-you list. 
Ted Lapadakis, Jack Krizman, Herb Uhl 
and Punch Deyo all helped him to,his 
first ISDT. 

For Billy Uhl, the answer to why he 
invests all the necessary time and money 





to ride trials is simple. He likes to ride 
motorcycles, and he views the tough 
European riders as a challenge which he 
must meet. 


Dennis Vandecar -- Okemos, Mich. 


“I think that the ISDT is the ultimate 
event for a dirt rider. To qualify is an 
honor; to finish is a big achievement; 
and to win a Gold -- that’s what it’s all 
about for the individual!” 

The “Bicycle peddler from Lansing” 
Dennis Vandecar has been in the bicycle 
business for fourteen years and 
presently owns two stores. He’s married, 
also for fourteen years, to Diane, and 
they have two youngsters, David who’s 
twelve and eight year old Jon. Although 
the thirty-six year old Penton rider has 
been riding motorcycles since the age of 
seven, it wasn't until the last three years 
that he “really got serious.” 

People who have been extremely 
helpful to him are Larry Maiers, Jack 
and Tom Penton and Dane Leimbach, 
all from Penton Imports. They, along 
with all the Penton support people, 
were “always ready to give lots of 
valuable information and help.” Plus, 
Denny concludes, “None of it would 
have been possible without my wife's 
understanding and support throughout 
the whole season." 


Ricky Weathersbee -- Sumter, S.C. 


A machinist and part time student at 
the University of South Carolina, 
twenty-three year old Ricky 
Weathersbee spent the Two-Day series 
traveling with fellow southeastern rider 
Jeff Hill and Hill's parents. . 

"I would especially like to thank Mr. 
and Mrs. Bob Hill who were a very big 
help. . .they treated me as one of the 
family, and I spent many days and 
nights at their home and using their 
workshop preparing my bike between 
events," Ricky stated in his reply. Also 
on the Weathersbee thank-you list are 
Ray McCoy, owner of Ray's Suzuki 
Cycle Center for support with the bike 
and parts, Roger Brown, Foothills 
Honda and, of course, the 
Imports gang. 

Outside of motorcycling, Ricky is 
involved with tennis, basketball and 
water skiing. He's also Master Mason of 
Claremont Lodge No. 64. 

His only problems with the Two-Day 
series outside of a ten-stitch chin wound 
in a Ft. Hood crash, were mechanical 
and dropped him from Gold to Silver on 
two- occasions. 


Gary Younkins -- Hubbard, Oh. 


. Gary Younkins, a twenty year old self 


employed stone mason, rode his first 
ISDT last year on the Isle of Man and 
earned a Gold Medal. In this year's 
event, the capable Ohioan is part of the 
United States! first “mixed” World 
Trophy Team, Gary will ride one of two 
Pentons on the six man (on five 
different motorcycle brands) team. 

Gary's pursuit of qualifying points in 
the Two-Day series was made more 
complex, not by any. riding problems, 
but by having to take over the family 
business when his dad broke his ankle 
and ribs in an accident. It made his job 
of getting to the qualifiers a lot rougher. 

"I ride. for fun and fulfillment 
whether it's just local races or big ones," 
Gary says of his reason for being 
involved in the high cost, 
non-professional sport. He continued, 
“It’s the greatest feeling when you win. 
A lot of times 1 appreciate a trophy 
more than money because if you want 
to remember a special race, you have a 
trophy to look at; with money you 
can't. If. they started giving money,I'm 
sure it would turn into a dog-eat-dog 
sport. Then 1 would't be racing for fun 
and fulfillment."

NMA National: 
Californians 
and the Bullet

SPRINGFIELD, MO., AUG. 20, 21, 22 
espite clouds of contro- 
versy, a dangerous track, 
and callous administration, 
the National Minicycle As- 

sociation’s Grand National Moto- 

cross ran this weekend at Clear 

Creek Park, and none of the over 

400 entries was seriously killed. 


One look at the track layout and 
composition was enough to make a 
minibiker shiver, with a front straight of 
over a quarter mile, unsuccessfully 
slowed down by two WFO jumps, and 





powdery, rock-filled soil generously 
covered with jagged sticks from 
shredded tree branches. Even folks from 
the Missouri area related that this was 
possibly the worst site for a National 
event, and that two Trans-AM courses 
lay within 150 miles of Clear Creek. 
Add to this indecorous track officials, 
ambiguous rules, alleged cheaters, and 
slanted NMA policies, and a fun 
weekend was had by all. Thank God the 
weather was nice. More bitching later, 
but let’s see who did what between the 
Mickey Mouse starting “gate’’ and the 
checkered flag. 

As ex pected, the mini-pro 
Californians won nearly every class, but 
for one outstanding exception, which 
occurred in the 9-11 year old 105cc 
Expert class. Highly touted Florida rider 
Mark Murphy (Yam) was upset by Ben 
Theriot, who displayed extreme courage 
battling both Murphy and a recently 
dislocated shoulder. After taking a 
painful second in 83cc Stock, “the 





Bullet” edged Murphy in Sunday’s third 
moto runoff aboard a scaled-down 
100cc Honda Elsinore special, carrying 
first place gold home to Denham 
Springs, La. Far and away, Ben had 
dominated the South Central Region 
qualifiers, but with his shoulder injury, 
it was figured he’d have to wait for next 
year, especially after the joint came 
adrift during an 83cc Modified 
preliminary moto on Saturday. 
Sunday’s Championship 105cc final saw 
the young Cajun, braced and heavily 
taped, take the holeshot, but after three 
laps, it was obvious that he was having 
trouble hanging on in the choppy, 
fifth-gear straight. Murphy closed in and 
passed for the lead, but Theriot kept the 
pressure on until Mark finally overshot a 
berm, and it was all over. Class 
contender Bryon Antonacci (Hon) of 
California went in with 2-1 marks from 
the prelims, but crashed to a 14th in the 
runoff, and ended an overall fifth, 
behind Theriot (1-2-1), Murphy (1- 1-2),

Phoenix-based Drey Dircks (Yam, 
3-3-4), and Florida’s Karl Jordan (Yam, 
2-2-7). À 

Murphy was impressive in his sweep 
of the 9-11 83cc Modified, but young 
Darin Eames of Mesquite, Texas served 
notice for things to come, by gassing to 
an inspired 4-1-3 and taking second 
overall, while third and fourth went to 
Antonacci and Jordan. A grueling set, 
for sure, as quite a few riders competed 
in three -classes. Antonacci held a 
blistering 1-1-2 pace in 83cc Stock to 
win it over Theriot (2-2-3), and west 
coasters Randy Harden (2-2-7) and Rick 
Johnson  (1-12-1) ^ Naturally, . the 
universal bike in the Stock classes was 
the Yamaha YZ80C, the fastest mini off 
the floor to date. 

Unfortunately, the NMA 
Championship program involved two 
motos for each divided class on 
Saturday, with the top ten from each 
division meeting in a. single moto, final 
on Sunday to fill in a three-moto score. 
Riders made points in each race 
separately, but more important, there 
was all of Saturday night available for 
modification of the machines, in 
addition to the fact that only frames 
were marked-with a plastic strap at Tech 
inspection. No seals put on or serial 
numbers taken from the engines. In case 
you haven’t got the drift, a machine 
could, and no doubt in some cases did, 
run anything in the world on Saturday 
and still, at the impound-teardown area 
Sunday evening, be as pure as the driven 
snow. A written protest accompanied 
by sufficient cash was presented on 
behalf of Mablevale, Arkansas rider 
Stormy Gartrell against Brian 
Myerscough’s stocker on Saturday, but 
was refused by NMA pres Ron 
Henricksen. Mr.  Henricksen flatly 
denied to us Saturday evening that this 
ever happened. As it turned out at the 
finish line, Californians Myerscough, 
Mike Brown, and Jeff Ward swept the 
83 Stock, while Gartrell took fourth 
and grumbled a lot. The shame of it is 
that the same riders would have won 
anyway, even without any alleged extra 
horsepower. One must keep in mind, 
though, that many of the “name” riders 
are representatives of accessory firms 
bearing their names, and winning means 
a living to them and their families, and 
not just a bigger trophy. In another 
incident, two well-known California 
riders got into a fistfight Saturday, in 
full view of the crowd, over a 
centerpunch during a race, but were not 
kicked out of the meet by NMA, 
although the rules clearly prohibit 
unsportsmanlike conduct. 

Speaking of rules, it’s really sad that 
they seem to change in NMA racing so 
frequently. A sore spot in particular was 
the “DNF” scoring procedure, which 
went from confusing to ridiculous. In 
the Regional qualifiers we attended, any 
rider not finishing the required number 
of laps for any reason (lapped riders = 
DNF) got a score corresponding to the 
number of riders that started the moto, 
plus one. At this National, everybody 
got a finish position in relation to his 

. number of laps completed, regardless of 
whether or not he.took the checkered 
flag. This practice is similar to that of 
flat track, but unheard of in motocross, 
until now. The three days were filled 
with stories of inequity and unfairness, 
at least a percentage of which are 
probably true. Would you believe 20 
black-flagged moto starts? Believe it. 
How about one or two flat tires in every 
moto caused by jagged rocks and 
shredded wood? Or the high injury rate, 
including Texan Derek Wedding, who 
snapped a collarbone after hitting a 
large rock in the track. Derek had more 
points from his Regionals in all three 
12+ Expert classes than any rider in the 
country, but. went down in his first 
practice session on Friday. Four to six 
laps practice, if you were lucky. Nine 
minute motos (six 1% minute laps) to 
determine National Championships, 
while 10-15 minutes were taken with 
introductions and “parade laps.” Sticks 
and streamers to mark the course. 
Announcer blaring constantly to. go buy 

_ stuff from the concession stand, the 











T-shirt stand, the track photographer, 
and the Bel-Ray man. A race track 
geared for speed and spectators. The 
local folks probably got a big kick out 
of the show. 

A little harder to notice among the 
big boys in the program, but every bit as 
serious, were the 0-61cc classes. At least 
the kids' parents were serious. In any 
case, some of these little boogers could 
scoot pretty well, including micro-mini 
ace Randy Jones of Woodbine, 
Maryland, who smoked both stock and 
modified classes in the 6-8 age group. 
Ray Collins of Tennessee and Todd 
Inzinna of Tickfaw, Louisiana buzzed in 
for second in stock and mod, 
respectively, while in) the 9-11 bracket, 
Italjet powered Paul Denis of California 
took the stock win over Houston’s 
Shannon Kelley, and the modified 
group saw the world’s fastest Honda 
MR50 only from behind, with JonJon 
Belisle taking another. first for the 
Californians. 

In 12+ Intermediate action, southern 
states riders John Moore, Art Rollins, 
and Scott Moore dominated the 83cc 
Stock class, while in 83 Mod, Reid 
Barnt of San Gabriel, California took a 
one-point decision over Clay Cauthorn 
of Del Rio, Texas, as Reid’s 1-3-2 edged 
Clay’s 5-1-1 marks. Some of these dudes 
looked as good as many of those in 
Expert, showing great improvement 
over just a few months. 

Former Mini Champion Shaun Kelley 
of Houston barely missed a sweep of 
both the 100cc and 125cc Expert 
motorcycle classes, as a slow start and 
rough going in the pack put him third 
overall in the 125 after a winning 1-1-2 
set in the 100 class. Darren Rhoten of 
Dodge City, Kansas burned the 125cc 
third moto to take the overall at 4-1-1 
over Scott Hitt (4-1-3) of Berwick, 
Louisiana, Kelley, and brother Troy 
Rhoten (1-2-6). 

The only hope for Honda XR75 fans 
in the 12* 83 Mod Expert died along 
with Jeff Wards' ultimate 4-stroker in 
his first moto. Cause of death was 
undetermined, but was probably suicide 
in light of the recent Yamaha onslaught. 
Jeff was running with Brown and the 
rest, but pulled to a halt after only a 
couple of laps. Then it was all Flying 
Mike Brown and Brian Myerscough in 
their respective Saturday divisions, 
except for Pedro Perales upset of 
Brown in their second go. After this 
flash of brilliance, though, the 
Tennessee rider faded to 15th in the 


' final after going in with 4-1 finishes. 


Brown dominated Sunday's moto to 
lock up the victory while Myerscough 
had an unusually tough time with the 


. pack and could reach no more than fifth 


behind Brown, Texan Kevin Jones, 
Californian Scott Burnworth, and Troy 
Fitch of Las Vegas. Brian’s 1-1-5 was 
still good for second, with Burnworth 
third (5-2-3), and Jones’ terrific second 
place ride netting him fourth at 4-12-2. 
One of the best races of the meet had 
come Saturday between Myerscough 
and Paul Emerson of Las Vegas, but 
Emerson eventually broke and ended a 
dismal ninth overall. 

Rarely, maybe never has anyone 
ridden a minicycle better than Jeff Ward 
in the 105cc runoff. I mean, that kid 


ain’t shut off yet! Trailing Brown and , 


Myerscough for the first lap or two, he 
was out to prove that his 100cc 
mini-Elsinore would blow the Yamahas 
away, and I’m here to tell you that he 
picked them both off with sheer guts 
and daring, and was leading with less 
than 300 yards to go to the checkered 
flag when his front wheel hit a rock and 
dumped him: on his nose. In a daze, 
Ward just sat and hung his head, while 
Myerscough drove by with it in the bag 
with 1-2-2 finishes. Brown had a shaky 
Saturday score, though, (9-3) and the 
moto win brought him only to fifth. 
The shocker proved to be Randy Tysor 
of Iowa, whose .1-5-3 put him solid in 
second over Scott Burnworth and 
Georgia-based Jeff McGraw, who came 
back from a severe endo off the 
straightaway jump to run sixth in the 
restarted final. : °
